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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on pages 6-8 that 
SCHWARTZWALDER does not teach a porous composite of polymer sponge and ceramic body, however, before the polymer sponge is 
fired, it is a polymer sponge coated with a dried ceramic slurry, which would be a composite of polymer sponge and ceramic body. 

Applicant argues on page 8 that the final product of SCHWARTZWALDER and the claimed invention have different purposes, however, the 
instant claims are method claims, not product claims. Additionally, SCHWARTZWALDER teaches the steps of the claimed invention with an 
additional firing step, which would result in a different product. It is noted that the claim uses the term "comprising" which allows for the prior 
art to use additional process steps that are not in the claim. 

Applicant argues on page 10 that the product of SCHWARTZWALDER will not be porous before firing, however, SCHWARTZWALDER 
teaches the step of dewatering the sponge by removing excess slurry, which would produce open pores in the sponge. 

Applicant argues on page 11 that one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combine SCHWARTZWALDER with other 
references but fails to provide reasoning why these combinations are incorrect. 

Applicant argues on page 13 that one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combine CHU with other references but fails to 
provide reasoning why these combinations are incorrect. Regarding claim 13, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
that a solution that flows easily may have exited the porous structure unintentionally. It is noted that the claim does not specify how much of 
the solution is removed; therefore, any loss of solution may be considered a dewatering of the sponge. 
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
